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Good Safety Record 


Earns Municipal Refund 


The Municipal Worker’s Compensation 
Fund, sponsored by the Michigan Muntcipal 
League, is returning refunds of $1.2 million to 
its members, this week. The Fund members 
are cities, villages, townships, counties, and 
public agencies throughout Michigan. 

The city of Grayling had $1,586 returned 
and the Grayling Housing Commission had 
$131 returned. 

This is the tenth consecutive year in which 
the Michigan Municipal League Fund has dis- 
tributed surplus to its members. The total 
amount of surplus distribution since inception 
of the program has been $23,896,908. 

The non-profit self-insurance Fund col- 
lects sufficient premium to pay required bene- 
fits to injured employees of Michigan govern- 
mental units and returns premium and invest- 
ment income not needed to pay claims and 
maintain prudent reserves. The surplus is dis- 
tributed on a pro rata basis to the members 
based upon the amount of each member’s pre- 
mium contribution.

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Landfill Eyes $10 Million { 


Recycling Center

To recycle or not to recycle is no 
longer the question. 

According to John 
Executive Director of 
Crawford-Otsego Recycling Center 
and Landfill, recycling is a must. 

‘‘The expense and long term ef- 
fects of burying solid waste is just 
too costly,’’ Miller stated. 

Bach time a trench at the landfill 
is filled and capped, and a new 
trench is dug and prepared with 
vinyl Hners and pipes, it costs tax- 
payers approximately $83,000. At 
the present time, these trenches 
are being filled every 60 days. 
Miller believes that it is possible 
that through recycling and _ in- 
cineration 90 percent of this solid 
waste could be eliminated. 

With this goal in mind, Miller and 
the Crawford-Otsego Landfill 
Authority are proceeding with their 
plans to build an $8-10 million 
recycling and incineration com- 
plex. This complex, to be build on 
the corner of County Road 612 near 
the I-75 Frederic exit, will have the 
capability of recycling about 30 
percent of household refuse. This 
will include scrap metal, tin and 
aluminum cans, newspaper and 
cardboard, and all types of plastic. 
The remaining 70 percent will be 


dnuiherated and reduced unitl only 
10 percent of the initial garbage 


brought to the complex is left in the | 


form of ash. This ash will then be 
transported to the landfill for 
burial. 

Miller anticipates that ground- 
breaking will occur in the spring, 
with actual recycling to begin in 
two years. 

In the meanwhile, the question of 
recycling, or more specifically how 
the average household can par- 
ticipate in the recycling process 
appears to be difficult question to 
answer. Difficult because the an- 
swers are expensive and incon- 
venient. 

At the present time, the only way 
residents interested in conser- 
vation can dispose of their recyclab 
les is to separate the items and then 
take them to the Crawford-Otsego 
Recycling Center and Landfill, 18 
miles north of Grayling. This is 
both costly and inconvenient. 

Miller said that recyclable trash 
that is separated and set out for 
weekly garbage collection is all 
thrown into the back of the garbage 
truck. The only exception is 
newspapers that have been 
securely bound. Miller said that 
most garbage collectors wil) put

AT&T Burying Cable 
At Edge of West 72

Crawford County residents living 
along the west side of West M-72 
are experiencing the bittersweet 
reality of advanced technology. 

Several subcontractors for AT&T 
have been cutting trees, digging 
trenches, and burying duct work in 
preparation for the placement of 
fiber optic long distance cable. 


Because AT&T negotiated to 
bury their cable at the far edge of 
the highway right-of-way, and be- 
cause the right-of-way varies from 
33 feet from the highway’s center- 
line to 100 feet, trenching has come 
within 10 feet of some residents’ 
front doors. 

AT&T chose to bury at the edge 
of the right-of-way to protect their 
cable from possible future road ex- 
pansion, and to reduce the chance 


‘part 


of damage from other utilities and 
agencies burying cable. 

The current M-72_ trenching 
project is only one part of a three 
AT&T fiber optic cable 
project. 

The first phase involves a long 
distance cable from Saginaw to 
Grayling, which actually connects 
Grayling to Lansing. This cable en- 
ters the new P.O.P. (Point of Pres- 
ence) office on Hanson Street in the 
Industrial Park. All calls from the 
§17 area code going outside the 517 
area wiil be processed through the 
Grayling P.O.P. office. Communi- 
cations technicians Jim Oost, from 
Flint, and Bob Kronberg, from 
Petoskey, will man this office. 

The second phase involves cable 
connecting Grayling and Traverse 
City.

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Study Confirms Closure 


of Traverse City 


Mental Health Facility 


An independent study released 
by the Department of Mental 
Health says the department’s plan 
to close the Traverse City Regional 
Psychiatric Hospital (TCRPH) ts 
‘well within the bounds of reason- 
ableness,’’ but the plan may re- 
quire modification. 

The department announced in 
February, 1988, its intention to 
close the facility by October, 1889, 
on the basis that continued opera- 
tion of the hospital could not be jus- 
tified and satisfactory alternative 
arrangements for treatment of pa- 
tients could be made available. 

The independent study of the 
closure plan by Health Manage- 
ment Associates, Inc. of Lansing, 
as mandated by the Legislature, 
confirmed the department’s con- 
tentions that the already reduced 
role of the TCRPH will continue to 
diminish. Continued operations will 
not be cost effective and certain re- 
imbursement-related advantages 
associated with the use of other 
facilities for the provision of in- 
patient care will make additional 
resources available for the treat- 
ment of the mentally ill in northern 
Michigan.

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Blanchard is soft on Bush 


MAYBE I’S THE honeymoon 
aura .... maybe it’s just a relief 
from politics of the past .... maybe 
it's a tribute from one government 
official to another. 

As Gov. James Blanchard open- 
ed the recent annual convention of 
the Michigan Press Association, he 
provided an appraisal of new Pres- 
ident George Bush that sounded not 
a bit NHke a Democratic governor 
talking about a Republican pres- 
ident. 

Gov. Blanchard came very close 
to wrapping Mr. Bush in an en- 
dorsement. 

The governor, who is a former 
congressman and maintains close 
ties to his Washington past, told the 
Michigan newspeople that Demo- 
crats are ‘‘delighted that Ronald 
Reagan has left town,’’ and also 
are ‘‘all very optimistic about 
George Bush,” despite the number 
of ‘‘serious challenges left over 
from Ronald Reagan.” 


* * * 

MR. BLANCHARD predicted 
that Mr. Bush would establish and 
maintain good relations with the 
Congress. He pointed out, for 
example, that Mr. Bush was elect- 
ed to Congress the same year that 
Michigan Sen. Don Riegle first 
went to Washington, and ‘‘they 
used to play handball together.”’ 

‘‘Congress sees George Bush as a 
former colleague ... as an insider,’’ 
the governor said. ‘‘This follows 12 
years of presidents from outside 
Washington.”’ 

He referred to former Presidents 
Reagan and Jimmy Carter, and 
noted that both of them campaign- 
ed against government; Mr. Bush, 
on the other hand, because of his 
vast background in government, is 
‘‘the consummate insider,’’ Gov. 
Blanchard said. 

Blanchard commented that Mr. 
Reagan may have proposed the 50 
percent pay hike for members of 
Congress to help Mr. Bush’s rela- 
tions with the Congress. 

Following Mr. Reagan's endorse- 
ment of the pay raise, Mr. Bush has 
stated that he sees no reason to con- 
tradict the former  president’s 
stand. 

* * * 

GOV. BLANCHARD noted that 
President Bush has a wide range of 
tough problems to face, citing the 
national debt, huge interest pay- 
ments on the debt, foreign trade, 
education, and the savings and loan 
crisis.

Further the report stated the 
development of expanded com.- 
munity-based non-hospital — ser- 
vices, which must be made avall- 
able to treat patients who would 
otherwise be served at the hospital, 
can occur in a timely way and 
presents no cbstacle to the closure.

Dur- 
ing fiscal 1987-88, there were nearly 
500 admissions with all but 65 now 
receiving alternative services 
through some 12 community men- 
tal health boards. 

The staff at the facility is cur- 
rently in the 200 range, down from 
240 as of October, 1988. Approx- 
imately half of the total are direct 
nursing personnel with the remain- 
ing half comprised of psychiatrists, 
psychologists, therapists, social 
workers, clerical and data workers 
and maintenance. 

At its peak, in the late 1950's and 
early 1960's, the facility had nearly 
3,000 resident patients with the 
staff numbering over 1,000.

AS FOR MICHIGAN, Gov. Blan- 
chard reported that Michigan is in 
good shape. Unlike many other 
states, he said, Michigan has no 
operating deficit. He said next 
year’s spending plan calls for an in- 
crease of about $200 million, or 
about 1.4 percent, with the in- 
creases primarily to meet the re- 
sults of lower federal! funding, plus 
a continued buildup of the state’s 
prison system. 


Because the crime rate has 


zoomed, Michigan has doubled its 
prison system in the last five 
years; this growth will continue for 
a while, then taper off, Gov. Blan- 
chard predicted. He said our prison 
problems are the result of neglect 
in the past in dealing with pre- 
school, education and youth job 
problems. 

The biggest problem Michigan 
faces ~- and it’s the same in every 
major state, and the country itself, 
the governor said — ts this: 

‘How do you offer love and hope 
and opportunity to the permanent 
underclass? How do you help and 
care for people who were not want- 
ed and have never been loved?"’ 

Michigan has been active in 
many areas, the governor noted, 
ticking off a list of Blanchard 
initiatives: neighborhood develop- 
ment, pre-school education, de- 
veloping employment skills, the 
Michigan education trust, job 
corps, health and drug abuse edu- 
cation, and creation of 600,000 new 
‘jobs in 10 years. 

“Tt all adds up to a better future 
for a beautiful state,’’ concluded 
the obviously upbeat governor. 

Will he run again in 10982? He 
wouldn't say. But he sure sounded 
like it.

With His crucifixion 
only days away, Jesus 
Christ gives us insight 
into His view under the 
shadow of the cross. 
We shall look at the 
perplexity, purpose, 
and provision of the 
cross of Christ in John 
12:27-83, 

As perfect God/man, 
Jesus Christ faced the 
perplexity of dying on 
the cross for our sins. 
“Now is my soul 
troubled; and what 
shall I say? Father, 
save me from this 
hour: but for this cause 
came I unto this hour.”’ 
(John 12:27), As the 
sinless, holy Son of 
man, He faced the bur- 
den of all our sins and
